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KPFA  listeners  may  now  enjoy  a  highly  creative  and  informative  series  of  broadcasts 
"tracing  the  development  of  jazz  in  America  through  commentary  and  records."  "Haya- 
kawa's  Jazz  Seminar"  is  the  title  of  the  series,  in  honor  of  its  commentator,  Dr.  S.  I. 
Hayakawa,  well-know  lecturer  on  semantics  and  author  of  the  popular  "Language  in 
Thought  and  Action".  Dr.  Hayakawa  is  living  in  the  Bay  Area  and  has  recently  joined 
the  Creative  Arts  staff  at  San  Francisco  State  College. 

The  coincidence  of  "le  jazz  hot"  and  the  meaning  of  meaning  is  quite  accidental. 
While  Dr.  Hayakawa  is  interested  in  jazz  purely  as  a  hobby,  he  can  play  a  mean-sounding 
"blues-style"  piano  as  the  result  of  close  friendship  with  the  late  Jimmy  Yancey.  And 
if  the  Doctor's  semantic  discipline  is  evident  in  the  broadcasts,  it  is  exclusively  in  the 
lucidity  of  his  expression.  He  does  many  things  for  the  jazz  "square".  He  gives  clear 
technical  definitions  of  blues  and  boogie-woogie.  He  delineates  the  different  psychic 
schools  of  jazz.  He  introduces  the  great  performers  and  he  samples  their  work  in  sig- 
nificant as  well  as  entertaining  contexts.  But  the  chief  quality  that  stamps  this  study 
of  jazz  is  neither  the  fact,  the  definition,  nor  the  chronology.  It  is,  superbly,  the  socio- 
logical flashes  that  suddenly  excite  and  make  one  feel  that  here  jazz  is  not  just  a  special 
art  form  of  music  but  human  experience  itself  —  the  personal  sense  of  tragedy  and 
aspiration,  of  longing  and  release,  weaving  highly  colored  threads  in  the  bigger  fabric 
of  social  clash  and  accommodation. 

One  of  the  most  revealing  talks  describes  the  meeting  of  the  "field  Negro"  of 
slavery  days  (who  carried  the  African  idiom),  and  the  "house  Negro"  (who  had  learned 
the  white  man's  music)  "in  Storyville,  the  licensed  quarter  of  New  Orleans  where 
musicians  could  always  find  work."  They  blended  black  blues  and  white  repertory,  tech- 
nical facility,  and  improvisation.  "If  the  Negroes  had  been  left  in  the  fields,"  asserts  Dr. 
Hayakawa,  "their  folk  music  would  have  continued  like  other  folk  music,  Scottish  or 
African  or  Western  American  or  Asiatic,  quaint  and  charming,  perhaps,  but  with  no 
more  technical  resources  than  could  be  offered  by  bagpipes,  tom-toms,  crude  string  in- 
struments, and  the  like.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  Negroes  had  been  fully  accepted  into 
white  society,  they  would  have  forgotten  in  a  generation  or  two  their  folk  backgounds,

and  they  would  have  been  culturally  assimilated  into  the  white  world,  with  the  result  that 
their  children's  children  would  now  be  struggling  note  by  note  over  the  compositions  of  Ethel- 
bert  Nevin." 

In  another  broadcast,  speaking  of  the  California  jazz  renaissance,  the  commentator  makes 
these  delightful  observations  about  "cool"  jazz:  "The  term  'cool'  .  .  .  pinpoints  .  .  .  the  fact 
that  this  is  definitely  not  the  'hot  jazz'  of  the  Twenties  or  the  Thirties.  It  has  none  of  the 
dionysiac  character  of  hot  jazz.  It  is  reflective,  intellectual,  sophisticated,  and  playful.  The  en- 
thusiasts for  this  modern  jazz  —  at  least  the  younger  people  among  them  —  sometimes  are 
called  'cool  cats.'  And  their  favorite  way  of  expressing  approbation  is  not  —  as  in  jazz  circles 
twenty  years  ago  —  to  snap  the  fingers  and  say  'Hey,  hey  —  that's  hot!'  but  rather  to  droop  the 
eyelids  languidly  and  to  say,  thoughtfully  and  with  detachment,  'That's  real  relaxed.'  "
